Tracing 
tho ancestry of tho jjeoplo of Oklnhomn 
back, it will bo found that their forofn* 
thers wevo settlers in Illinois, luditilin and 
Ohio who went to KaiisasUurinxtiie"frce 
soil" excitcinoiifc bofoi'0 tlia civil war, or 
thut they are the children fit old soldiers 
of tho Svnr who went to Kansas immedi- 
ately after the close of that great struggle. 
The foreign population te very small, 
those who arc thoro being Bohemians and 
Germans. Air. llasslor says tho territory 
will make ono of Iho richest states of Its 
size, because nearly every r.cro is tillable. 
It is divided into small farms of 100 of 
8SO acres to each nottler. Somo aro often 
as small 113 BO acres. 


McmcutOR of the War. 


Ib has been generally supposed that n 


bill would' pnss congress providing that 
each state should Ret n memento from tho 
lato Spanish wnr in tho shape of Bomo of 
tho 'captured gims aboard tho ships or 
taiken from Spanish forts. As yofc nothing 
has been ilono in this line, no bills having 
been introduced, and probably, owing to 
tho faob that, tho different departments of 
the government linve, not ns yet un accu- 
rate knowledge, of all tho property which 
tho United States obtained, nor Ijcen able 
to decide what, portion is available for 
service and what may bo disposed of, noth- 
ing will lie done In that direction at this 
session of congress. In tlic distribution it 
wns proposed that tho capitals of the dif- 
ferent-, states and somo of.the larger cities 
would receive momontos lo dccorato pub- 
lic, places. It has also been suggested that 
states and cities having battleships or oth- 
er war vessels nmncd for them should re- 
ccivo Bomo memento from places whoro 
these ships were engaged in service.

Tho effect of tho Spanish war and the 


control of the late Spanish possessions by 
tho United States is shown In n slji-ikinB 
manner by tho number of persons in 
Washington who aro now learning tho 
Spanish language. Teachers of Iho Cas- 
tilhin tongue fluil themselves employed by 
business men, clerks, newspaper men aud 
many of the students in tho law and high 
schools' of the city. Some years ago, at tho 
time ot tho Pan-American congress, somo 
statesmen advocated tho teachiugof Span- 
ish as of great advantage on account of 
tho more intimate relations with tho Span- 
ibh-Alncricau countries which the future 
was expected to Jjring about. Somo of 
thoso who acted upon tho advice given 
them at that time, havo profited to a con- 
siderable extent by finding lucrative ein- 
plovmcut in connection with tho United 
Slates' occupation of Cuba and Porto Rico. 
Others, who did not avail themselves of 
tho suggestion made, at that time, are now 
energetically at work gelling a sufficient 
knowledge "of tho Spanish language for 
future use in casn they should go to the 
new American possessions.

Claimants become, familiar figures in 


Washington. Sometimes some very old 
men are pointed out as among thoso who 
havo been here from 10 to 80 years seek- 
ing to get a claim through congress.
